This Christmas, the house and grounds were 
completed exactly one year and one day after the 
first stone was turned, so to speak. And the efforts 
of the Liskows as well as local talented workers 
show great care with both colors and textures. 

As you walk through the gray door you’re 
struck with the variety of grays that can be used 
together with a flash of dark pinks, scarlets and 

Original pine floors were bleached and are now 
partially covered with nubby, natural woven tweedy 
wool gray combination area rugs throughout the 
two stories of the home. 

Natural stone has been retained both inside and 
outside, and the grounds reflect a horizontal “com¬ 
fortableness” that invites one to sit quietly on the 
natural willow furniture outside or wander down 
the paths, gazing at the natural dry creek bed. 

Although the house is sleek contemporary with 
stark sculptures, lots of glass and abstract pic¬ 
tures, there is a warmth that wraps around the visi¬ 
tors welcoming them to return again and again. 

The large foyer is split three ways: one may 
go upstairs, outside or to the right into the formal 
dining-livingroom area, and on into a gourmet- 
stocked kitchen. Pillar and track lights illuminate 
the dining and sitting areas. But the kitchen is out¬ 
fitted in great pools of light over work areas, an ex¬ 
panse of cabinet space running up the north side of 
uie kitchen and bending around to the refrigerator. 
An island in the middle of the kitchen holds assorted 
baskets filled with supplies. 

The Liskows have used the same baskets for 
organizing clothes behind doors running the length 
of the master bedroom. Again, stark modern design 
and natural wool and linen materials have been 
warmed with an occasional antique armoir or chest 
in the upstairs areas. And both bathrooms are out¬ 
fitted in antique-looking accents complete with pull- 


chain water closet. 

Off the guest bedroom is a Juliet balcony on 
which Ginny keeps flowering red geraniums. And 
in that room, as in most of the others, are rolled 
white shades that may be raised and lowered, 
leaving an attractive non-drape effect. 

The Liskows added two rooms in the recon¬ 
struction, expanding the house to seven rooms with 
an upper porch 40 feet long (which George terms the 
world’s largest baby-pen) and a veranda running 
down the whole south side of the home spilling onto 
both sides of the grounds. 

George is proud of his natural stone wine 
cellar and particularly the contents. 

Ron Osti should be applauded for his land¬ 
scaping of camellias, ferns, impatiens, azaleas, day 
lilies. Danny Osti did all the excellent tree-trimming 
very well, the Liskows report.

It will feature the usual 
bill of fare plus an original ground hog omelette 
prepared by the chefs, Andy and Yvonne Vander- 
hayden. 

Ross and Jayne Tyree are completing their terms 
of “raining” 1983 Ground hog king and queen, and 
will crown the 1984 royal duo who are as yet unan¬ 
nounced. 

The Tyrees were selected last year because of 


their successful battle to keep the Sierra Madre fire 
horn off the bell tower that is located in Kersting 

Court. It was installed up Baldwin Ave. nearly a 
block from the tower. 

In reflecting on his reign Ross says, “We’ve 
produced some fine weather for Southern California 
this year.” 

The Tyrees have spent their year officiating 
at such events as the Arm Wrestling Contest, 
checking out construction of the old City Hall, over¬ 
seeing the trimming of the trees on Sierra Madre 
Blvd., checking the new paint job on the cannon in 
Memorial Park.

Congratulations to 
Council for recent 
Group W action 

Our City Council is to 
be commended for its 
action in regard to Group 
W’s flagrant disregard of 
our franchise contract. 

After declaring the re¬ 
cent S3 additional charge 
for remote control units 
to be a violation of the 
contract, the council sent 
a letter to the Group W 
headquarters in New 
York stating the City’s 
position and demanding 
a response by Dec. 15. 

Group W’s response 
was a refusal to reverse 
its action — a direct 
challenge to the city, leav¬ 
ing no choice but capitu¬ 
lation or litigation. 

At the last Council 
meeting, the Council 
voted unanimously to 
seek legal counsel in re¬ 
gard to litigation. 

This is a courageous 
action on the part of a 
city facing a severe defi¬ 
cit caused by curtailment 
of funds previously pro¬ 
vided by the State. 

In short, the City has 
few resources to stand 
up to a Goliath with mil¬ 
lions of dollars to back 
up its whims, but the 
Council’s actions indicate 
that it realizes the conse¬ 
quences of giving up with¬ 
out a fight. 


A $3 a month extra 
charge doesn’t sound like 
a very big deal, but the 
principle is a very big 
deal indeed. 

Group W already has 
demonstrated its disregard 
of our franchise contract 
by failing to submit its 
required list of “com¬ 
plaints received and 
handled” for 7 months 
beyond the contract dead¬ 
line. Allowed to get by 
with this violation, it 
promptly initiated another 
— the $3 additional 
charge, which amounts 
to a 43% increase in sub¬ 
scribers’ basic cost for ser¬ 
vice. 

With such a “track re¬ 
cord,” capitulation by the 
City to Group W on the 
$3 added charge would 
signal “carte blanche” 
for an unending succes¬ 
sion of future violations 
and continued disregard 
of the stipulations in the 
franchise ordinance. 

The fact that our City 
Council now seems deter¬ 
mined to protect our in¬ 
terests is laudable. In view 
of the difficulties they 
face in taking on a finan¬ 
cial Goliath in our behalf, 
they deserve our appre¬ 
ciation and thanks. 

We hope other sub¬ 
scribers will call the mem¬ 
bers of the Council and 
express their support.

Bryce Tyler and Ben McGee controlled the 
Sierra Madre Rose Float buried deep in flowers

leads the 70th Annual Tournament of Roses 
Parade as grand marshal. 

—Jan. 3, 1974: Bruno Niccoli was presented 
a plaque by Mayor Abernethy as a memento 
of his service to the city...The Sierra Madre 
Rose Float entry caught fire Dec. 30 at 11:10 
a.m. With the use of dry chemicals the fire 
was extinguished with very little damage of 
the magnitude that could be repaired before 
time to roll to the entry line.

The only damage was 
the burn at that point with no damage to the 
construction.
